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Upland is facing this month a 
crisis in her civic affairs, in the 
coming election over the question 
of bonding the city to secure a 
supply of water adequate for the 
present and for years to come. 
There is little danger that a single 
progressive citizen who under- 
stands the seriousness of the pre- 
sent situation will vote against 
the proposed bond issue, but 
there is great need that every 
citizen who is interested in the 
future welfare of his home city 
should be informed, and should 
do his duty at the polls next 
week. 

The Citizens’ Land and Water 
has been anxious at all times to 
deliver to Upland an adequate 
supply of water, but during the 
past few years the steady increase 
in population has made it more 
and more difficult to meet the 
needs of our people. This Com- 
pany owns 120 shares of stock in 
the San Antonio Water Company 
which entitles it to 24 inches of 
water. The Company is today 
using 60 inches of water, 36 inches 
being rented from the San An- 
tonio Water Company. If the 
demands upon the San Antonio 
Company should make it impos- 
sible to supply this extra water, 
the resulting water stringency 
would be most unfortunate. Fur- 
thermore the city today needs a 
greater supply. 

Not only is the supply of water 
inadequate, but the mains from 
the reservoir are not large enough

Most cities have found that it is necessary to own and control their own water supply 
in order to have it keep pace with their growth. This is especially true in California 
where the available water is limited and the growth in population is rapid. 

The water companies serving domestic water in Upland do not own sufficient water 
to supply even the present needs of the city. A portion of your supply is rented from 
month to month, which is far from satisfactory to meet a permanent city need. Upland 
must have more water for its domestie and municipal needs.” 


If the city fails to vote this bond issue it will be necessary for the private companies 
now serving the city to develop or purchase additional water. This means a considerably 
increased investment for them. This extra investment means that the city will not again 
have an opportunity to purchase the existing system at the same low ppice and to the same 
advantage to the city as at the present. time. 


Most of the pipe in the existing distributing systems is of the standard or screw cas- 
ing type and this will be good for many more years of service with very little upkeep. 


The riveted pipe should be replaced from time to time with larger mains as your 
town grows. 


A portion of this work is provided for in this bond issue in order to give better fire 
protection to the business and residence sections, 


The existing systems can be bought at the present time for considerably less than 
their actual value to the city. Upland should have 200 inches of water at its disposal in 
order to give good service and sufficient fire protection during the hot weather of the 
summer months. You now have less than ove-half this amount. The proposed bond 
issue under the suggested plan will give you ample water, will give you more storage 
capacity, will give larger supply mains to supplement the existing mains, will give the 
city water for park, swimming pool and other municipal purposes as needed, 


By far the most important reason for voting a municipal water system at this time 
is the fact that the sooner the city starts developing its own supply* the stronger will be 
its position in the use and development of water the San Antonio and Cucamonga 
It is necessary that this development be undertaken and accomplished while 
undeveloped water.

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200 ACRES BURNED OVER WITH 
LOSS OF 30,000 FEET OF 
FINE TIMBER 





The fighters aided in their efforts 
by the rain which fell in the moun- 
tains last night, what is declared to 
have been in many respects the must 
serious forest fire to visit San An- 
tonia Canyon in a number of years 
was declared practically out today 
with only a handful of men patrolling 


the burned area to prevent a fresh 
outbreak, 

The fire was discovered Sunday 
morning at Manker Flats, said to 


be the only real timber flat in San 
Antonio Canyon, about two miles 
north of the mouth of Ice House 
Canyon. Forest Ranger. A. T. Shay 
and a party of seven men who had 
been fighting a smaller blaze at Her- 
ald Peak, hurried thither, but the 
fighting force was insufficient to 
cope with the flames and they got 
away. 

Ranger Shay hurried down for re- 
inforcements and about forty men 
were put on the job. The fire, after 
running up the Hocumac ridge and 
the Agamenen mine ridge, was fin- 
ally checked yesterday afternoon af- 
ter it had reached a point within a 
quarter of a mile of the Sierra Club’s 
cabin, and the rain which fell last 
night helped to get the fire well un- 
der control. 

According to Fletcher H, Manker, 
local government agent and member 
of the forest service, some 200 acres 
were burned over, resulting in a loss 
of some 30,000 feet of fine sugar pine 
timber. Of the 200 acres burned 
over, about 30 acres were of fine 
new growth, which is considered a 
serious loss.

Azusa, 
Monrovia and other cities there- 
abouts plan a celebration to be 
held on the day the new bridge is 
formally opened to the public. 

The San Gabriel wash, just at 
present as ‘‘dry as a bone,’ has 
provided many thrills for the resi- 
dents of that seetion of Los An 
geles county. When the heavy 
rains come and the waters from 
the mountains hurl themselves 
oceanward at terrifie speed, the 
great flow has often inundated 
thousands of acres of adjoining 
land. However, the county flood 
control bureau has accomplished 
splendid work in the past few 
years in eliminating much of this 
danger but, nevertheless, the old 
bridge especially during the heavy 
rain season, has been a source of 
much concern and, oftentimes, 
has been unsafe and closed when 
part of the approaches have been 
washed away, causing traffie to 
be routed via the El Monte road. 
The new bridge will eliminate the

LIQUOR ORDERS 
HAVE BEEN STOLEN 


CALL FOR 32,000 PINTS OF BOND- 
ED BOOZE FROM DRUGGISTS 
OR WAREHOUSES 








Collector Goodcell was notified 
from Washington yesterday that 300 
liquor orders had been stolen 
the office of an unnamed Federal 
Prohibition director, and if the thief 
is enabled to use them 32,000 pints 
of bonded liquor could be secured 
on them from wholesale and retail 
druggists and bonded warehouses. 
Warning was at once sent out by 
Collector Goodcell to all authorized 
dealers in liquor that these forms 
had been stolen, and not to honor 
them. Anyone caught with one of 
the stolen forms in their possession

$18,000 Deficit 


That ‘the Adams Record Cabinet 
Corporation is faced by a deficit of 
$18,000 which auditors investigating 
the affairs of the company cannot ex- 
plain was admitted yesterday at a 


meeting of local stockholders of the 


concern at the corporation factory 
in West Main Street. 
Announcement of the deficit was 


made by G. H. Reusche and C. M. 
Ackerman of Los Angeles, two mem- 
bers of the board of directors. The 
report of the auditors stated that 
the shortage was due either to de- 
fective bookkeeping, defalcation or 
embezzlement, but as the cause of 
the loss could not be fully explained, 
the directors took the stand that it 
was doubtful if any criminal action 
could be taken successfully. 

The report also showed a deficit 
of $7,000 required to meet the pres- 
ent liabilities of the company. As 
a remedy for this, the two directors 
stated that if the stockholders would 
take additional stock at a reduced 
price, they had an _ understanding 
with George EK. Adams, president of 
the company, that he would release 
$10,000 worth of stock he now holds 
to help cover the deficit of $18,000. 

Various views were expressed, 
some holding the stock to be entire- 
ly worthless and the purchase of 
more only throwing good money af- 
ter bad, others holding it merely 
a scheme to get the Ontario stock- 
holders to pay off the present in- 
debtedness so that the business 


might be sold to a newly-organized 
concern known as the Bi-California 
Products Company, in which it was 


said the Adams Company was re- 
ported interested. 

A committee was finally appointed 
to draft an agreement to the proposi- 
tion made by the directors, but there 
seemed little assurance that it would 
be signed by the stockholders.

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NEW INNOVATION IN 
GRAPE SHIPMENTS 


GRAPE SPECIAL’S PROGRESS IS 
BEING WATCHED WITH 
INTEREST HERE 








Progress of what is declared to be 
the first “personally conducted’ train- 
load of grapes ever to leave Cali- 
fornia for the Atlantic coast was be- 
ing watched with unusual interest 
by growers and shippers throughout 
Southern California. 

The train, assembled by Charles 
Latimer, of the San Antonio Orchard 
Company for the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press, is made up of ten carloads 
of fine quality Zinfandel grapes har- 
vested in the vineyards of this dis- 
trict, and is accompanied by an ob- 
servation car, and is carrying ten 
men, one observer for each car, who 
will keep caerful tab on the temper- 
ature of the fruit throughout the 
journey. 

New Cars are Being Tested 

In connection with the trip, a test 
is being made of the value of a new 
type refrigerator car in the shipment 
of grapes. The new cars are spec- 
ially insulated and otherwise so con- 
structed as to keep their contents 
at a very low temperature. There 
are five of the new type cars in the 
“personally conducted” train and the 
remaining five are of the standard 
refrigerator type. 

All the cars are specially wired 


ords of each of the cars in the train 
will be taken simultaneously. 

In arranging for the train, the 
shippers made it a point to select 
the hottest route possible in order 
to assure a reliable test of the 
value of the new cars. The train 
will travel over the Southern Pa- 
cific as far as El Paso and thence 
by the Rock Island through New 
Mexico, Kansas and Missouri. It 
is consigned to New York City and 
is expected.to reach its destination 
in 14 days. 

140 Tons Grapes in Shipment 

The entire shipment contains about 
140 tons.of grapes, five of the car- 
loads being supplied by Garret & 
Company, of which L. A. Weller is 
local head, and five by the Italian 
Vineyard Company, 

Grape growers of this section are 
looking forward to a banner season, 
since the Southern California grape 
is practically free from mildew, 
while the northern crop has suffered
